Recalling presets 

To access the stations you have stored in the 
unit's memory, press and hold the PRESET " 
(up) or v (down) button to scroll through the 
preset locations until you find the desired 
station, or press and release the PRESET ~ 
(up) or v (down) button repeatedly to step 
through the preset locations one by one 
until you find the desired station.
